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''Academy Hall” Open for Fall Term; 
Formal Dedication Planned Later 



Alumni who return to the cam- 
pus for Homecoming this year 
will undoubtedly be pleased to 
see the addition of a beautiful 
new building, constructed at a 
cost of some $800,000. 

Located at the south end of the 
old Administration Building (in 
the area formerly used for the 
tennis courts and later a parking 
lot), the structure has been given 
the tentative name of “Academy 
Hall.” 

It houses the departments of 
commerce, journalism, technical 
engineering, and mathematics as 
well as offices for the Computer 
Center. Dr. Todd H. Bullard, ex- 
pressing the hope that with the 
new facilities the college will be 
able to extend its options for oth- 
er two-year occupational pro- 
grams, indicates that the building 
has been designed to meet the 
college’s immediate faciltative 
needs as well as those projected 
for the next decade. 

Formal dedication ceremon- 
ies, he said, are being planned 
for either later in the fall or in 
the early spring. 

The name, which was chosen by 
a faculty committee, chaired by 
Dr. Bullard, awaits approval of 
the Board of Regents before it 
becomes official. He said that 
Academy Hall embodies two fac- 
tors: recognition of the historic 
routes of the institution and also 
the contemporary nature of the 
college. The school, itself, was 
once known as an Academy or 
Prep School and, on the other- 
hand, it is also a facility for 


contemporary advancements in 
the ever -challenging world of 
today. The committee feels that 
the name commemorates 
Potomac State’s transition from 
academy status to college and 
that the name “academy” also 
refers to “scholars pursuing 
truth.” 

The building was planned by 
Robert J. Bennett Associates, 
of Morgantown, the architect who 
also designed the Library and 
Friend Hall. The contractor was 
Carl Belt, Inc., of Cumberland, 
Md. 

Special features of the struc- 
ture include air-conditioning, 
large lecture rooms, and a car- 
peted discussion room referred 
to as the “Pit Room.”

Both Faculty, Students To Comprise 
Committee on Formation of Policy

Both faculty and students are 
to play an intregal part in the 
policy-making procedures of the 
college as a result of revised 
committee structure through 
which some 10 major commit- 
tees have been unified into one 
functioning group. 

President Todd Hupp Bullard 
has stated that the various com- 
mittees, each dealing specifically 
with some phase of institutional 
life/ will provide a broader base 
of development in policies af- 
fecting the college. 

A study regarding formation 
of such a committee was com- 
pleted last fall but was delayed 
in implementation until Dr. Bul- 
lard's return to the campus fol- 
lowing a year's leave of absence 
during which time he was a visit- 
ing professor of higher education 
at the University of Michigan. 

It is hoped that through the 
new system a more complete par- 
ticipation in policy formation can 
be achieved. Student Government 
will nominate four students, 
freshmen and sophomores, for 
each of the committees. Faculty 
members within each committee 
will then select two of the stu- 
dents to participate. Of the 10 
committees established students 
will serve on all but three, those 
being of such a confidential na- 


ture in regard to students that it 
was considered undesirable to 
include students. They are the 
committees on admissions, fi- 
nancial aid, and academic stan- 
dards. 

The other committees will be 
complementary education; cur- 
riculum, long-range planning, 
athletics, instruction, library, 
and student life. 

Also growing out of the com- 
mittee's study was the organiza- 
tion of a new Faculty Executive 
Committee. Elected to serve 
were the following: Prof. Eliza- 
beth P. Hanlin, three years; 
Prof. William E. Michael, Prof. 
Orval J. Anderson, two years; 
and for one year, Dr. Dallas 
B. Shaffer and Dr. Allen E. 
Murphy. Both President Bullard 
and Dean James T. Handlan will 
be ex-officio members. 

Functions outlined for the com- 
mittee are*, to act as a point of 
reference for grievances, to 
review policy proposals from 
the standing committees before 
such proposals go before the en- 
tire faculty, to. serve the college 
president in an advisory capacity 
as well as provide a sounding 
board for faculty opinion, to ex- 
ercise the policy proposing func-
